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Lent — time 
of penance, 
almsgiving

ALCALA PARK — Area Catholics 
will begin the annual observance of Lent 
with the arrival of Ash Wednesday next 
week. 

The Lenten season begins March 4 and 
ends with the evening liturgy on Holy 
Thursday, April 16. 

“Lent is a preparation for the 
celebration of Easter,’’ according to a 
statement in the ‘‘General Norms for the 
Liturgical Year.”’ 

Church law requires the faithful, and 
those preparing for entrance into the 
church, to practice the threefold Lenten 
traditions of fasting, almsgiving and 
prayer. 

Failure to observe penitential days is 
considered serious, according to church 
law. 

Lenten regulations require that all 
Catholics ages 14 and older abstain from 
eating meat on Ash Wednesday and all 
the Fridays of Lent. 

Catholics between the ages of 18 and 59 
must fast on Ash Wednesday, taking only 
one full meal. Two smaller meals are 
allowed, if they are necessary to maintain 
one’s strength. However, eating solid 
foods between meals is not permitted. 

“On weekdays of Lent, we strongly 
recommend participation in daily Mass 
and a self-imposed observance of 
fasting,’’ according to the U.S. bishops’ 
1966 statement on _ penitential 
observances. 

The bishops also urged making 
generous contributions to local, national 
and international programs for those in 
need. This type of penance is ‘‘a means of 
implementing the right of the poor to 
their part of our abundance.”’ 

Most Lenten celebrations and courses 
are offered at the parish level, explained 
Sister Joann Nicgorski, OSF, program 
coordinator of the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer.

Knights plan to donate $250,000 for papal visit

WASHINGTON — The Knights of Columbus have 
pledged $250,000 to the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops to pay part of the estimated $2 million in 
expenses the conference will incur when Pope John Paul 
II visits the United States Sept. 10-19. 

The bishops’ conference said that the Knights were 
among the first to respond to an appeal to help defray the 
cost of the trip. eS 

In a brochure soliciting money for the visit, Archbishop 
John L. May of St. Louis, NCCB president, asked for 
“‘senerous support’ for “‘a significant event in the life of 
‘the church in the United States.’? The NCCB has 
estimated that its portion of expenses will be $2 million. 


“The vigor and enthusiasm with which the Holy 
Father preaches Christ’s Gospel message in his many 
journeys produces a spiritual and moral resurgence,’’ not 
only among Catholics but among ‘“‘all men and women of 
good will,’’ the archbishop said, calling the visit a 
“‘teachable moment.”’ 

Supreme Knight Virgil C. Dechant informed 
Archbishop May that the Knights of Columbus board of 
directors approved the grant from the 1.4 million member 
organization. 

The NCCB is coordinating the pope’s visit to Miami; 
Columbia, S.C.; New Orleans; San Antonio, Texas; 
Phoenix, Ariz.; Los Angeles; Monterey and Carmel, 
Calif.; San Francisco; and Detroit. 

Pope John Paul will meet with U.S. bishops and with 


representatives of U.S. priests, seminarians, Religious, 
permanent deacons, laity and youth and with leaders in 
Catholic education, charities and health care 
organizations. He also will meet with representatives of 
other Christian churches, non-Christian churches, the 
Jewish. community, Indians, farmworkers and growers 


and the communications profession. 


The NCCB papal visit staff has been coordinating the 
activities in each city with local church and civic officials, 
the U.S. Secret Service, and organizations providing 
transportation and housing for the papal and NCCB staffs 
and media personnel who will accompany the pope.

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Volunteers upgrade Spring Valley home

SPRING VALLEY — Last fall the six 
Tapia brothers and their sister did their 
homework in front of a kerosene lamp 
and candles on the kitchen table. Sixteen- 
year-old Rodrigo said living without elec- 
tricity for over a year was ‘‘a blackout.”’ 

Their tiny four-room house was not 
wired. An inspector from the San Diego 
Gas and Electric Co. told Eva Tapia, div- 
orced mother of the Mexican family, to 
supply a new electrical pole — at a cost of 
$1,000. 

The lack of lighting was just one of 
their problems. The only heat in the 
adobe house was provided by a small 
wood-burning stove in the kitchen. 

“T didn’t believe conditions like that 
existed in San Diego,’’ said a plumbing 
contractor who surveyed the site. 


He eyed an outdoor water heater el- 
evated on bricks and heated by a wood 
fire built underneath. One above-ground 
pipe carried the water from the heater to a 
plastic bathtub; another drained it into 
the backyard to water the trees and 
garden. 

A leak in the roof brought rain into two 
bedrooms and adjoining bathroom. 


First sight of this impoverished envir- 
onment jolted visitors to the home. 

Enter Marie Rientord — with the prin- 
cipal of Bancroft Elementary School 
where the youngest daughter Lorena is a 
sixth-grader. Rientord said she works for 
the La Mesa-Spring Valley School Dis- 
trict as ‘‘a bilingual family counselor, so- 
cial worker and liaison between the school 
and community in a federally funded 
program.”’ 


Marie and her husband Victor, parish- 
ioners at St. Pius X Church, Jamul, set in 
motion a chain of events that upgraded 
the Tapias’ standard of living. 

Victor’s role as president of the Chil- 
dren’s Foundation took him to their 
home. This ‘‘private nonprofit volunteer 
organization helps children and families 
on both sides of the border,’ Marie 
explained. 


Restoring electricity in the house be- 
came their first goal. : 

Marie contacted Kathleen McIntosh, 
field representative in Assemblyman Pete 
Chacon’s office. She called SDG&E’s 
Sacramento legislative liaison. Subse- 
quently, the utility company ‘‘cooperated 
with Chacon in having the electrical pole 
installed,’’ McIntosh said. 


As director of business administration 
for Catholic Community Services, Victor 
knew where to get help — from Vicky 
Richardson, CCS director of volunteer 
services. ‘‘She orchestrated the effort,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Nobody does it alone.’’ 

She recalled her first visit to the Tapias. 
Three neatly made bunk beds almost 
filled the living room. Clothing was piled 


high on cabinets and shelves; the house 
has no closets. Three boys were doing 
their homework, apparently unaffected 
by their surroundings, Richardson said. 


Laborers respond 

Richardson and McIntosh then recruit- 
ed volunteers from local plumbers’ and 
electricians’ unions. 

“‘We have to do something,’’ an 
electrical contractor said after viewing the 
scene less than 100 yards off Sweetwater 
Road. 

In December, he and three other elec- 
tricians wired the house; installed an elec- 
tric meter, fluorescent lights, plugs and 
switches; and added an electric line for 
the refrigerator. They donated both labor 
and materials for the day-long project, 
said Terry Godshalk, who volunteered 
with his son Ted. 

‘‘We wanted to complete it before 
Chrfistmas,’’ he said, adding that “‘it is 
part of our obligation to the community.”’ 

Five plumbers joined the effort. They 
installed copper pipe, a toilet, porcelain 
bathtub and electric water heater donated 
by a wholesaler. 


The plumbing contractor, a Catholic - 


who requested anonymity, spearheaded 
the task. ‘‘God helped me get where I am. 
Through his grace I try to do what I can 
for others,’’ he said. 

Assistance also came from other 
sources. Bancroft School teachers and the 
Spring Valley Kiwanis Club contributed 
nearly $300, some of which is paying for 
the Tapias’ electric bills, Marie said. 

Gratitude from different directions 
greeted the volunteers. 

During one of their work sessions, 
Victor prepared a barbecue sponsored by 
the Children’s Foundation. Eva cooked 
tortillas, beans and rice, and baked a 
cake. It was Rodrigo’s birthday. 

Pete Chacon used this and another oc- 
casion to award Richardson and the elec- 
tricians certificates of appreciation, 
McIntosh said. 

Rodrigo and Lorena said they appreci- 
ate being able to take hot baths, watch tel- 
evision and listen to the radio — restored 
luxuries in their lives. 


Project unfinished 

Some of the volunteers plan to continue 
their work. 

The plumbing contractor said he in- 
tends to install sewage pipes to replace the 
septic tanks now in use. 

Victor said his ‘‘dream is to get a do- 
nated house moved onto the property.” 

His wife is trying to raise scholarship 
funds for the boys’ education. 

She described the Tapia children as 
honor students. The boys attend junior 
and senior high schools in Spring Valley. 
The oldest son Jose graduated last June. 

Sales and electrical work appeal to 
Juan, a high school senior. 

Computers are Rodrigo’s main 
interest. Tutoring at Bancroft School the 


Woman killed in church parking lot

RANCHO SAN DIEGO — One week 
before parishioners at St. Peter Chaldean 
Catholic Church planned to celebrate All 
Souls’ Day, they were reminded of how 
unexpectedly death can occur. 

On Feb. 22, a woman leaving the noon 
Mass was struck and killed by the car of a 
woman who mistakenly stepped on her 
car’s accelerator pedal instead of the 
brake while leaving the parking lot. 

A number of parishioners leaving the 
liturgy lifted the car to free the victim, 
64-year-old Frictoria Youkhana, from 
beneath it, said Father Peter Kattoula, 
pastor. 

Father Kattoula said the driver of the 
car, Margaret Hanna, 47, told police 
investigating the accident that she had felt 
dizzy prior to the incident. She was not 
cited, but the Highway Patrol said the 
incident would be subject to further 
investigation. 


Another woman, 47-year-old Elizabeth 
Bahadri, was also struck by the car. She 
was taken to a nearby hospital for 
treatment of moderate injuries. Two 
other young boys barely escaped injury, 
Father Kattoula said. 


The pastor said Chaldean rite Catholics 
traditionally celebrate All Souls’ Day the 
Friday before Lent begins, rather than on 
Nov. 2 as does the Roman rite. 

Unlike members of the Roman rite, 
Chaldeans do not observe Ash 
Wednesday. Members of this rite will 
begin Lent on Monday, March 2, he 
said. 


About 650 families are members of the 
2-year-old Chaldean parish, he said. 
Some 95 percent of these are from Iraq. 

The Chaldean liturgy differs from the 
Roman rite in a number of ways, 
including that it is celebrated in Aramaic 
— the language of Jesus Christ — and has 
different Gospel readings, Father 
Kattoula explained.

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Visit by pope 
adds a reason 
for the season 


The Lenten season has special meaning for us this 
year. As always it is a time of preparation for 
Easter. But this year, as Pope John Paul II prepares 


to make his second pastoral visit to the United 


States, we are invited to prayer and religious study. 
The theme of the pope’s visit is ‘‘Unity in the 


’ Work of Service.’’ 


The Holy Father hopes his visit will deepen the 
awareness of Christ, increase our commitment to 
our faith and help God’s people become servants to 
all humanity. 


Since fulfillment of these goals will depend largely 
on the unity of the church, Lent is a perfect time to 
prepare for his visit. Specifically, we can use the 
Lenten season to begin building this ‘‘unity in the 
work of service’’ through intellectual, moral or 
religious conversion. 

While the three are connected, each is a different 
process and has to be considered separately before 
being related to others. 

Intellectual conversion clarifies thought, radically 
refocusing one’s sense of reality. Often, it involves 
breaking ingrained habits of thought and speech. It 
is a new beginning, a fresh start. One is now in line 
with the church. 


Moral conversion has taken place in those who 
place values ahead of personal satisfaction. It 
consists of choosing what is truly good and must 
include obedience. 

Some of these converts are proud to acknowledge 
Jesus as savior. But the criticism is often justly 
leveled that they are slow to follow him as Lord. 

In the New Testament, acknowledgement and 
obedience are both required, representing the very 
essence of conversion. 


Today converted Christians are called upon to 
forsake worldly pursuits that might conflict with or 
take precedence over obedience to God’s laws. 

The phrases in the Lord’s Prayer — “‘. . . thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done on earth as it is in 
heaven’’ — demonstrate that Christ expects his 
kingdom to be seen here and now on earth. They 
challenge us to introduce justice, peace and the 
spiritual values of righteousness and love that Christ 
has willed for his people and the world. 

Christ’s call to work and serve the Lord is an 
essential element of conversion. It should lead to 
unity at the deepest level. People who are made one 
in Jesus Christ can be inspired by a unity of purpose 
in ministry and mission. They are a people together 
in prayer who stand for peace, truth and justice. 
They are a people called to true evangelism. 


Religious conversion is a total and permanent 
self-surrender without conditions, qualifications or 
reservations. It is God’s love flooding our hearts 
through the Holy Spirit. 

Conversion must be holistic, including: 

¢ Conversion to God, to the creative and 
providential power which is transcendent; 

® Conversion to oneself, finding fulfillment, 
creativity and joy in Jesus Christ; 

® Conversion to mankind, to the caring, 
listening, healing life that is the true mark of a 
converted person. 


Holistic conversion leads to ‘‘Unity in the Work 
of Service.’’ It draws people to be conscious of 
Christ’s presence and increases their faith. 

Faith places human efforts in a friendly universe; 
it reveals ultimate significance in human 
achievements; it strengthens new undertakings with 
confidence. 

Most of all, faith has the power of unraveling 
decline. Religious hope will enable mankind to 
resist social decay. Divine light and love originate in 
the light of faith. 

May this Lenten season lead you to a Christ- 
awareness, a growth of faith, a state of love, joy and 
peace that manifests itself in acts of kindness, 
goodness, fidelity, gentleness and self-control. 
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Lent, atime to pt regroup 


The Sisters of Social Service have given notable service 
to the church in San Diego. It was my privilege to act as 
their chaplain for over seven years and I came to 
appreciate their mature and joyful spirituality. 

Each year, on Ash Wednesday, new signs and banners 
would blossom out in the chapel, refectory and common 
rooms. The annual theme always revolved around the 
refrain, ‘‘Lent is the springtime of the soul.’’ 

Back in Rochester, N.Y., where I went to college, Lent 
always began in the dreary wintry days of snow and sleeze 
and wound into spring as the early rains brought out the 
daffodils, crocuses and hyacinth. 

Lent, then, became a time of spiritual growth when we 
tried to leave the dreary winter of sin and start the 
conversion of the new growth of virtue in the soul. 

Starting with the grim reminder of ‘‘Ashes to ashes 

.’ and ‘‘Remember, nap, . thou art. dust and 
unto dust thou shalt return,’’ we are brought sharply into 
thoughts of man’s mortality and the question of what we 
should do with the few short years of our lifetime. 

In spring, most of us like to start our gardens and we go 
out to clear the land, feed it, and start the plants as soon as 
the last threat of frost is over. In Lent, we work on our 
souls, first removing those things that separate us from 
God, or slow down our approach to him. Then we work 
on the virtues that we most need, one thing at a time. 

It was St. Francis de Sales, I think, who pointed out 
that “‘if we make progress in one more virtue a year, we 
will end up as perfect men.”’ 

This involves learning how to say ‘‘no’’ to ourselves. 
We must learn how to say ‘‘no’’ to ourselves in things we 
can have, so that we can say ‘‘no’’ to ourselves in things 
we cannot have. 

That is why voluntary penance and self-denial is such 
an important part of our Lenten practices. Voluntary fast 
and abstinence is essential to Lent. So are such practices 
as giving up some T'V time, cutting down on sweets and 
giving our time to positive practices, such as daily Mass, 
spiritual reading and the rosary. 

We hear a great deal today about ‘‘saying no to 
drugs,’’ or ‘‘saying no to alcohol,’’ but if we haven’t 
practiced saying ‘‘no’’ in other matters, we will make no 


progress in these two important matters. 

And have you noticed, when it comes to matters sexual, 
the world is saying that you can’t say ‘“‘no’’ to yourself 
there, so practice some kind of ‘‘safe sex.’’ How self- 
defeating can they get? Of course we can learn to say 
‘““no’’ in sexual matters, if we have practice in saying 
“no’’ in other things. 

“Saying No: The Way to Grow’’ is a pamphlet by 
Karen Poza directed to teen-agers on sexual matters. 
Chastity, far from being a negative virtue, is one of the 
most positive virtues that these young people can observe 
and practice if they a to grow into mature Christian 
adults. 

The booklet costs $1.00 and can be ordered from the 
publisher, Life Cycle Books, 2205 Danforth Ave., 
Toronto, Ont., M4C-IK4, Canada. It is also available at 
Anthony’s Gift Shop in Poway (486-2985) and some of 
the Catholic bookstores. I recommend it highly. 

St. Paul used another figure when he wrote of spiritual 
growth. He liked the figure of the athlete, practicing 
mightily to receive the palm of victory. I swim at Rancho 
Arbolitos Club almost every day after the triathletes work 
out. It’s a very humbling experience, when I see how they 
pound their bodies into shape, just to win a plaque or a 
trophy. 

During Lent, we should be using just as much energy 
to bring our bodies under the control of our souls. As the 
athlete brings his body into control, he grows in the 
confidence that he can win. As the gardener sees the 
flowers bud and bloom, he takes delight in his 
accomplishments. 

Translated into spiritual practices, this is the sort of 
Lenten activity that makes Lent truly ‘““The Springtime of 
the Soul.”’

Deukmejian in 
his criticism of state school superintendent Bill Honig. I 
voted for Honig, but realize I was mistaken in my 
expectation that he would insist on quality education for 
our children. 

Instead, he has approved humanistic books which are 
completely void of religious content. George Washington, 
in his farewell speech, is said to have declared, “‘Let us 
with caution indulge in the supposition that morality can 
be maintained without religion.”’

Instead, it clearly 
states, ‘‘Congress shall pass no laws prohibiting the free 
exercise of religion.’’ 

Since we are a nation of people committed to trust in 
God, it is only reasonable that we would expect our tax- 
supported schools to be dedicated to continuing in that 
tradition. However, we find that our taxes are being 
confiscated to finance a school system designed to 
eliminate religion. 


In this one nation under God, how has_it evolved that 
his benevolent precepts are being rejected in our schools, 
and why are we so remiss in our loyalty that we have 
allowed such a situation to come about? 

I submit that whatever advantages are to be acquired 
through education, none is more enduring or gratifying 
than that of a steadfast sense of morality, notwithstanding 
the preferential indications of school superintendent 
Honig.

USD plays 


‘smart’ game

ALCALA PARK — The University of 
San Diego basketball team clinched the 
West Coast Athletic Conference champ- 
ionship last week when it defeated Gon- 
zaga in the Sports Center. © 

Barring any unforseen calamity during 
the WCAC’s postseason tournament, it 
appears USD will reach the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association playoffs 
for the second time in four years, and the 
significance of that fact extends well be- 
yond the hardwood floor of the campus 
gymnasium. 

Indeed, it is a time when USD can find 
the ‘‘Good News’’ in the sports section. 

A berth in the national tournament 
means prestige, because the university is 
mentioned in the same breath with such 
schools as Georgetown, North Carolina 
and UCLA. 

It means publicity, attention that can 
be used to obtain private and corporate 
donations. 

Despite being eliminated by Princeton 
in the opening round of the playoffs in 
1983, USD received a check for $70,000. 
- Since the USD athletic department is 
financed from the school’s general fund, 
this was welcome news campus-wide. 

Although it has benefited from ‘‘big- 
time athletics,’’ the university is not likely 
to succumb to the temptations that have 
enveloped other small colleges attempting 
to develop ‘‘big-time programs.”’ 

‘‘Anything you get from the NCAA 
should be a bonus and not part of the 
budget,’’ said Hank Eagen, USD head 
basketball coach: . 

Schools should already have the re- 
sources to support a Division I program, 
he said, and tournament money is only 
‘icing on the cake.’’ 

“If you budget (for tournament earn- 
ings) then you open doors to do dumb 
things,’ Eagan said. 

Tournament payoffs ‘‘provide a temp- 
tation for schools to see this as a real 
source of revenue,’’ said Tom Burke, vice 
president of student affairs at USD. “‘But 
how many times are we going to post- 
season play in a decade? We’re fortunate 
to go twice in 10 years.”’ 

If USD reaches the NCAA playoffs, it 
will receive a minimum of $200,000. 
Sixty percent would go to the WCAC,

said Burke, leaving USD with $80,000. 

If the Toreros can advance beyond the 
opening round, the numbers grow larger. 

“We spend $268,000 on basketball,’’ 
continued Burke. ‘‘We’re not in it be- 
cause of the chance to make money and 
offset expenses. The ratio isn’t there.’’ 

Recognition is one of the values of 
playing in the NCAA tournament, said 
Burke. ‘‘When we went to the tourna- 
ment in 1984, USD received. maybe more 
publicity than in the previous five years 
cumulatively.”’ 

Burke said media exposure was a major 
reason USD moved up to the Division I 
collegiate level eight years ago. Previously 
the basketball program played Division II 
schools. 

“You just can’t go out and buy the 
kind of publicity’’ given the school during 
a successful basketball season, continued 
Burke. ‘‘Generally they say good things 
about USD.”’ 

Those good things include how a small 
Catholic university in sunny San Diego 
can amass such a competitive basketball 
program under such stringent academic 
requirements. 

Add to this the fact that USD’s budget 
for men’s basketball is the smallest in the 
WCAC and you’ve got the makings of an 
upbeat story on what’s right with collegi- 
ate athletics today. 

Eagen agrees that schools can bank on 
publicity by appearing in the tournament. 
“You get a lot of positive strokes by the 
media, which is a value to the school,’’ he 
said. 

“On the other hand, when you start to 
lose, instead of strokes they’re 
backhands.’”’ 

Backhands could very well be what 
USD will be feeling next year. Stiffer en- 
trance requirements for junior college 
(JC) transfers enacted in 1985 take effect 
this year. 3 

What this means is that fewer JC ath- 
letes will be eligible for enrollment next 
year. This dilemma, coupled with USD’s 


already strict academic requirements for 
freshmen, has some people at USD 
worried. 

“We don’t take the (junior college) 
credits that everyone else takes,’’ said 
Father Pat Cahill, USD athletic director. 
‘As a result, it will be difficult to bring in 
JC students. They’ve been an important 
part of our program in the past.’’ 

Under a new NCAA rule, JC students 
have to transfer 48 units of course work in 
order to enroll at a four-year college. 
Prior to this year students needed only 24 
transferable units. 

Many courses accepted by most other 
schools, including physical education 
units, are not accepted at USD. Subse- 
quently, not only do JC transfers now 
need twice as many units, those units 
must be considered ‘‘college’’ courses by 
USD standards. 

Two examples of how this rule will hurt 
USD are the cases of Mark Manor and 
Paul Leonard, two Torero basketball 
players who transferred to USD from 
junior colleges last year. 

If they were recruited today, according 
to Father Cahill, both would be academ- 
ically ineligible. He stressed, however 
that Manor and Leonard aren’t alone. 
‘*Seventy-five percent of the JC transfer 
students don’t transfer 48 units after two 
years.”” 

“It’s going to make it much more diffi- 
cult to fill our particular (roster) needs 
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_with JC people,’’ said Father Cahill. 


Most Division I schools also accept 
students, particularly athletes, who do not 
meet the school’s minimum academic re- 
quirements. This ‘‘special admit’’ rule 
does not apply at USD, said Father 
Cahill. 

Only one other WCAC school, Santa 
Clara, disallows special admits, he added. 

Eagen knows from experience that 
USD is at a recruiting disadvantage. 
“‘We’ve turned down kids that were 
accepted by other schools in the confer- 
ence,’’ he said. ‘‘Anything that reduces 
the number of available players makes it 
more difficult to recruit.”’ 

Isn’t the recognition that a winning 
basketball program brings to USD 
enough to allow special admits or accept 
‘‘garbage’’ transfer units? 

Administrators believe USD has per- 
formed admirably with its high standards 
in the past, and will use this record to 
guide its future. 

“Our objective is to run a fairly com- 
petitive, representative program that 
assists USD from a public relations stand- 
point and gives kids a chance to partici- 
pate in athletics,’’ said Burke. 

‘‘We’d like to go to the NCAA every 
year, but that’s not realistic,’ he 
continued. ‘‘A school like USD isn’t 
going to get good athletes consistently. It 
takes a lot of seniors and a mature club to 
win the close ones. This only happens in 
cycles.”’ 

Anticipating an NCAA bid, Father 
Cahill said it is ‘‘unusual to have a team 
in the NCAA twice in the last four years 
without special admits and rules. But you 
can’t expect it to happen this often.”’ 

“Until it’s proven otherwise,’’ he 
added, ‘‘I say, ‘Yes it’s possible to win,’ 
because in fact we have.”’

Father Richard K. Smith, 58, a former 
instructor at St. Augustine High

crash in southern Oregon. 

Father Smith, who was assigned to 
the Augustinian community in 


Medford, Ore., was piloting the small 
airplane when it crashed. An unnamed 
passenger was also killed. 

A Mass of Resurrection will be 
celebrated March 2 at 10 a.m. in St. 
Patrick Church, North Park. 

Born Sept. 30, 1928, in San Diego, 
Father Smith was the son of Palmer C. 
Smith and Nellie O’Meara. He was 
baptized at St. Patrick parish on Oct. 
28, 1928. He attended Our Lady of the 


Sacred Heart parish school and St. 
Augustine High School. 

Father Smith professed his first vows 
at Good Counsel Novitiate, New 
Hamburg, N.Y., on Sept. 10, 1947, 
and was ordained a priest by Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy Dec. 21, 1953, at St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral. 

Following his. ordination Father 
Smith taught religion, physics and 
math at St. Augustine’s until 1959. 
After five years. at Villanova 
Preparatory School, Ojai, Calif., he 
returned to teach at his alma mater 
until 1969. 

He served as pastor of St. Thomas 
Aquinas Church, Ojai, from 1969 to 
1975 and then returned to teaching. In 
1978, at the invitation of Bishop 
Francis Hurley of Anchorage, Alaska, 


Father Smith moved to Alaska and 
performed missionary work. 

Long a certified and experienced 
pilot, Father Smith flew to and from 
- Peru between 1983 to 1985 to find a 
suitable landing strip area which would 
serve his community’s missions in 
Chulucanas. 


He supervised the outfitting of a 
special aircraft to service those 
missions. 


In September of 1985, Father Smith 
returned to St. Patrick Church as 
associate pastor, where he remained 
until transferring to Medford in June, 
1986. 

He is survived by siblings Palmer V. 
Smith and Ellen Smith Harkins, both 
of San Diego.

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Death penalty becomes Catholic issue

The U.S. Catholic Conference in mid- 
February pleaded against use of the death 
penalty, while a teen-ager on death row in 
Indiana asked Pope John oe II to help 
her. 

The U.S. Supreme Colre, meanwhile, 
agreed to determine if death sentences for 
committed. by minors are 
unconstitutional. 

In another development, Amnesty 
International began a new campaign to 
abolish capital punishment in the United 
States. 


The Supreme Court Feb. 23 said it 
would hear the case of William Wayne 
Thompson, an Oklahoma convict sen- 
tenced to death for a murder committed in 
1983 when he was 15. 

The high court will hear arguments on

Federal aid not worth 
clouding Catholicity 
SOUTH ORANGE, NJ. — The 


church cannot diminish its principles in 
order to receive federal funds for Catholic 
colleges and universities, Archbishop Pio 
Laghi said Feb. 18. ‘‘We certainly must 
be willing to pay a price.

Chaplains must meet 
military standards 


WASHINGTON — Priests who fall 
short of the military’s physical and 
professional standards should not stay in 
the armed forces just because there is a 
shortage of Catholic chaplains, said a 
Department of Defense study. The 
report, ‘‘Study in Representation of 
Religious Faiths in the Armed Forces,”’ 
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was released in mid-February and had 
been mandated by Congress last year 
after complaints about shortages of 
Catholic, Jewish and Orthodox chaplains 
in the military. The study rejected use of 
a quota system in deciding how many 
chaplains from each faith group should be 
promoted and kept in the military. ‘“The 


military chaplaincy requires persons who. 


are physically fit and _ professionally 
qualified to meet the strenuous demands 
of the chaplains’ profession,’’ the report 
said. :

Vatican pleased by U.S. 
decision to lift sanctions 


VATICAN CITY — The Vatican is 
“‘happy that the United States has lifted 
economic sanctions against Poland,’’ said 
a Vatican source familiar with Eastern 
European affairs. ‘‘Everything that is 
good for the Polish people is looked upon 
well by the church,’’ he added Feb. 20, 
the day after President Reagan 
announced the United States had lifted 
remaining sanctions. Sanctions were 
imposed after Poland declared martial 
law in December 1981. ‘‘The people have 
suffered enough. The foreign debt rose,’’ 
said the Vatican source. The ending of 
the sanctions ‘‘opens the door to foreign 
credits’ and is in the spirit of the recent 
Vatican document on reducing the 
foreign debt crisis, he said. As part of the 
sanctions, the United States had blocked 
Poland’s bids to reschedule its foreign 
debt with Western financial institutions. 


Formation should be 
priority in Africa 
VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II encouraged a group of African bishops 
to make religious formation a pastoral 
priority. Without such formation, 
“religious faith and practice remain 
superficial and fragile,’’ the pope said. 
Christians must work for justice, but 
bishops should ‘‘maintain well the 
distinction between a pastoral role and the 
aims of the programs of _ political 
powers,’’ the pope told the group of Ivory 
Coast bishops. The 10 bishops and one 
cardinal of the French-speaking African 


country had met with the pope 
throughout the week for their ‘‘ad 
limina’’ visits. Heads of dioceses are 


required to make such visits every five 
years. Speaking Feb. 20, the pope called 
the Ivory Coast church ‘‘solidly 
implanted’’ since missionaries first 
arrived in the country 92 years ago.

NORTH PARK — What began as 
one-term substitutions for religion classes 
have turned into second-semester 
volunteer projects for five Saint 
Augustine High School students. 

The young men took on Christian 
service projects last fall instead of taking 
an elective religion course, said 
Augustinian Father Ron Smedley, Saints 
chaplain and coordinator of the program. 

_ Two of the students have been working 
with Special Olympics, a program that 
provides exercises for developmentally 
disabled persons. 

Juniors Rolf Pagert and Kevin 
McMahon assist with the Olympics’ 
bowling department twice a week in El 
Cajon and National City. 

Competition is not the purpose of 
Special Olympics because its philosophy 
is that everyone wins, said McMahon, a 
parishioner at Ascension Church in 
gm, Tierrasanta. 

‘*The idea is to get out and have fun,”’ 
added Pagert, who attends St. Rose of 
Lima Church, Chula Vista. 

Both became involved in the program 
after Father Smedley spoke about it last 
fall. A Saints coach also encouraged them 
to enroll. 

Their participation has been a learning 
process as well. ‘“‘You go from being a 
student to being a teacher. You learn how 

to relate to other people and to have more 
patience,’’ McMahon said. 

‘“‘Many of the athletes are bright, but 


eS a 


they’re slow learners,’’ he said. 

Pagert has thought about recruiting 
some of his friends to help with the 
program. He notes that much patience is 
needed to work with developmentally 
disabled persons. 

“Only a few people can handle this 
work,’? McMahon added. 

“It’s important to remember that 
they’re people too.’’ Many have a 
negative attitude toward developmentally 
disabled persons, he said. 

Senior Eric Backman has also 
discovered other individuals ‘‘who are 
just like you and me.”’ Since last October, 
he has been helping the poor at Episcopal 
Community Services (ECS) downtown. 

There he bags food, keeps clients’ 
records and distributes flyers detailing 
upcoming ECS programs. 

The people served at ECS parallel 
other segments of society — some try to 
cheat the system while others are thankful 
for the assistance, he explained. 

Backman’s involvement in the agency 
stems from his mother’s vocation; she is 
the first woman ordained a priest for the 
Episcopal Diocese of San Diego. 

Many of the Catholic students at Saints 
“*flip out’’ when they discover Backman’s 
mother is a priest, he said. But he does 
not see his mother’s vocation as an 
oddity, describing her as an insightful, 
caring and warm person. 

Attending a Catholic high school has 
provided him the opportunity to compare 
his Episcopalian beliefs with those of 
Catholicism, he said. Church rites of the 
two denominations are similar,

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Pope warns against lay, clerical role confusion

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II’s recent 
warnings against ‘‘ambiguous or mistaken’’ ideas about 


the laity’s role reflect a general Vatican concern that there — 


is confusion over two main aspects of the lay vocation. 

The pope has said these are the ideas that: 

e Faith cannot be divorced from secular life and must 
provide the motivation for socio-economic, political and 
cultural activities. 

¢ The main role of the laity is to make the world better 
by promoting Christian values, not to increase its 
assigned ministries and power within the hierarchical 
church. s 

Pope John Paul, at the Vatican and in his numerous 
trips abroad, has warned against the double danger of 
laicizing the clergy and clericalizing the laity. 

His hope, as expressed in a series of Sunday Angelus 
talks, is that the October world Synod of Bishops on the 


_laity will help clear up the confusion, using the teachings 


of the Second Vatican Council. 
The council stressed the traditional lay responsibility 


for improving tthe temporal world through Christian 
values, but it also opened the door to increased lay 
participation in administrative functions and in non- 
ordained ministries, such as reading at Mass and 
distributing the Eucharist. 

In many countries faced with drastic shortages of 
priests, the opening has meant lay people or women 
Religious are assigned responsibility for much of the daily 
parish activities, including counseling and _ religious 
instruction. The worry of many: Vatican officials is that 
the situation might be blurring the sharp theological 
distinction between ordained and _ non-ordained 
ministries. 

One of the strongest calls for clarification has come 
from Archbishop Jan Schotte, general secretary of the 
synod. 

‘“The participation of the laity in the mission of the 


church and on their own specific mission in the world 


must be studied in depth’’ at the synod, he said last 
September in a speech in Vancouver, British Columbia. 

The archbishop criticized laity who “‘are so influenced 
by secularism and by the values, or non-values, of the 
world that they no longer see that their whole activity in 


the temporal order is necessarily linked with their faith.”’ 

He singled out ‘‘Catholic public officials who, in order 
to serve all their constituents, assume that they must 
‘promote positions or norms of behavior which are in 
contradiction with their faith and their Catholic 
identity.”’ 

Regarding the distinction between the lay and priestly 
vocations, he praised the ‘‘wider participation of the laity 
in the pastoral activities of the’ church.”’ 


“But together with this positive development, there 
exists also on the part of some of the laity a far more 
extensive and stronger demand for access to various 
‘ecclesial ministries,’’’ said: Archbishop Schotte. 


Archbishop Schotte said a question raised by bishops in 
preparatory reports on the October synod was ‘“‘Is it 
advisable to use the word ‘ministries’ when speaking 
about the mission of the laity?’’ 

Several bishops also see the need for a ‘‘better 
understanding of the common mission of all baptized and 
the specific vocations and roles of the laity on the one 
hand and bishops, priests, and Religious on the other 
hand,’’ he added.

Worldwide Mission effort 
from tiny island 


Mauritius is difficult to find on the map. In fact probably nine 
out of ten people probably cannot give its location. Yet this tiny 
island in the Indian ocean can boast of a worldwide missionary 
effort quite disproportionate to its size. 

Mauritius is only 800 square miles, with less than a million 
people — compared with 9,500 square miles of San Diego 
diocese, with close on two million people. Yet Mauritius has 
missionaries serving in four of the five continents. 

In this hemisphere there are Mauritian missionaries in the 
United States, Canada, Brazil and Guyana. In Europe they are to 
be found in England, France, Spain and Italy. In Africa 
Mauritian missionaries are helping in Madagascar, South Africa, 
Ethiopia, Zaire and the islands of Riunione and Mayotee. In Asia 
you will find them in India, Taiwan and Hong Kong.

health care are topics to be addressed. 

The involvement of women in decision- 
making roles in the church is essential, 
said Archbishop May. 

“‘Prescinding from the question of 
ordination — which is a theological issue 
which at the present time is clear and set 
— certainly the possibilities are very 
wide,’’ he said. ‘‘Women should be in 
more and more decision-making roles and 
that’s happening around the country.” 

He said nuns — many of whom are in 
parish leadership positions — are ‘‘going 
to play an important role because they’re 
better prepared for it in many cases than 
men.”’ 

In addition, women who are directors 
of religious education, he said, ‘‘are 
probably going to be better equipped, 
more enthusiastic, and probably more 
available than men’’ to accept decision- 
making roles. 
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
